As regards the Tampoi, I have gone carefully 
into the question and I find that the Tampoi in 
Malaya is two species"? Baccaurea Grif fi th!! and 
B,reticulata . The identification of our Tampoi 
with B»ma laya na is a mistake of Ridley's and Burkill's. 
B»rjalayana is a Sumatran fruit-tree callec 1 Tampoi, 
ctescrioed in 18*5 and never again discovered: the 
description of it does not agree with any of our 
malayan species of Baccaurea. If you could send 
leaves of the Kedah Tampoi I think I could identify 
them with certainty. 

I think that Taban or Tebau is a Pahang name 
for a kind of Tampoi. Unfortunately #e are still 
very uncertain about the use of Malay names because 
there has been much confusion in the botanical 
identification of species of Baccaurea.

Dear* Symington, 

I hear you have returned from leave♦ I hope you 
had a good time and are refreshed and fortified so that 
you can withstand a bombardment of questions which I 
hope presently, in the space of a few months to level 
at you concerning the Malay names of common trees! I 
apologise for starting at once oefore you have had time 
even to settle down. 

I have been investigating the question of what is 
that Tampoi. Ridley, Burkill and others say Baccaurea 
malayana on Hooker’s authority from the F.B.I. vol.V 
p.3/4* I have carefully examined our specimens of 
B. malayana . which contain two sheets of Kunstler's 
quoted by Hooker, and compared them with Jack’s description 
°f Hedycarpus malayanus - f Buah Tampoi' of Sumatra. 

Briefly my conclusions are 

Jack's species, H.malayanus f is a botanical curiosity 
never since discovered and without a herbarium specimen. 

2 . The malayan specimens referred to B.malayana by 
Hooker and Burkill represent a totally different and 
new species for which it will be necessary to make a 
new section of Baccaurea. 

3. The Malayan "Tampoi M is B.gri ff ithii and B.re ti culata .

B.malayana is Hedycarpus malayanus Jack described in 
18^5 as a well-known Sumatran fruit called ,f Buah Tampoe". 
After carefully consulting Jack's original description, 

I conclude that none of our 3 pecies can be made to 

fit the Sumatran "Tampoi" which is a botanical curiosity 

without herbarium specimen and never* since discovered!

Dear Dr van Steenis, 

Thank you very much for your prints, which are 
of great interest, Casuarina is a new 'family of 
stilted trees' to me. Seeing what excellent prints 
Ben Heng can make, I think I must patronise him, only 
I always use plates and, as you say, it may be ri 3 ky 
to send them. That the Canarium should be so stilted 
puzzles me because I have found only one. Burseracenes 
tree with stilts in our swampy forest, though there 
are nearly two dozen kinds without stilts. This 
stilted one is a species of Canarium Ahich I have not 
been able to identify. 

As regards the photographs of rare and local 
plant communities, I believe I have several which might 
be of interest. I will look them up and send you prints. 

I want, also, to ask you about a botanical problem 
that I have just been investigating. tfhat is the 
"Tampoi"? A tree, said to be well-known in Sumatra 
as the ' Buah Tampoe f , was described as Hedycarpus 
malayanus Jack in Trans,Linn,Soc,XIV 1825 , p. 118 . 

Hooker, (F.B,I. V, p, 57 ^) transferred Jack's species 
to Baccaurea and identified with it two collections 
from Malaya. Ridley, then Burkill and others have 
followed Hooker and called the ma layen 'Tampoi 
Baccaurea malayana . I find this is wrong.

We have at Singapore two sheets of the Perak 


specimens which were referred by Hooker to Jack's 
species and we have two more* "sheets (one with

male flowers) of the same species as the Perak * 
specimens* I find that this Perak species is 
not only different from Jack's (it has 1C stamens 
not 4 , amongst other plants) but that it seems 
to represent a new eection of Saccaurea because 
the structure of the male flower is very re.markable. 
Moreover this Perak species has crenate dentate 
leaves with a little gland on the underside of 
each tooth: the young leaves being deeply dentate. 
Further, I find that the malayan trees 

called 'Tampoi* - fruits of which often come into
